EXPLANATION 


All listings are of 1945 except where otherwise specified. An 
asterisk beside an author’s name indicates explication in the 1945 
ExpLicator (Vol. III, Feb.-June—see Index for II; and Vol. IV, Oct.- 
Dec.,—see accompanying index). The members of the committee have 
attempted to limit the list to articles and books of unquestionable 
explicatory value. At the same time, they have wished to omit nothing 
which contains a genuine contribution, however brief. Items of notable 
importance for explication have been indicated by a plus mark (+). 
It is hoped that opinion will not seem to betray undue bias in thus 
distinguishing several important contributions to explication. In a 
few instances where articles have appeared in the same periodical in 
answer to an earlier article, the alphabetical order of listing has been 
abandoned in favor of chronological order, following the original item. 
When titles are not self-explanatory, the subject of explication, so far 
as space permits, is indicated in brackets. The committee welcomes 
further suggestions and assistance.
